80 
also we have noted that the Church 
bas a different Father. Jesus is not 
the Father, or Life-Giver, of this Di- 
vine life. He did not redeem it or 
secure !t for anybody. He redeemed 
human nature and secured the right 
to regenerate the world to human 
nature. 

The Church’s begetting, or regen- 
eration, is by the Heavenly Father 
Himself; as the Scripturers aistinctly 
say, “The God and Father of’ our 
Lord Jesus Christ hath begotten us.” 
{1 Peter 1:3.) He alone can give 
this Divine Nature. This..does pot 
signify that the Church {fs not in- 
debted to her Redeemer; for the 
Scriptures distinctly state that witb- 
out Him we could do nothing; that 
“by His stripes we are healed”; and 
that before the Heavenly Father 
would deal with us at all—before He 
would accept our consecration, or 
sacrifice—it was necessary that Jesus 
should appear on our bebalf as our 
Advocate and Surety, and thus open 
up to us a New Way of Life. 

Thus, as St. Paul declares, ‘Christ 
brought Ife and immortality to light

It is Dr. Hamann, “the notoriohs 
head of the Press Bureau of the Ger- 
nian Foreign Office,” as he was term- 
ed by Sir Edward Goshen, Britain's 
Ambassador to Berlin, who sends out 
the daily: wirelesa from the Father- 
land, telling of imaginary German 
victories and French, Belgian and 
British atrocities. 

The Press Bureau of the Wilhelm. 
strasse, over which Dr. Hamann pre- 
aides, has certain very definite ob- 
jects and duties In addition to other 
functions more or less obscure. To 
the German official mind journalists 
fall Into three categories. There are 
those journalists-who,have been 
bought outright, either by, subsidies 
paid to their newspapers;“or surrep- 
titfous presents conveyed to thein- 
selves—these can be bullied, brow- 
beaten, and snubbed at will, Then 
there are those who, while not ac- 
cepting a Gorernment subsidy, are 
anxious to keep on the right side of 
the Government, for news ,purposes; 
and, nally, those, mainly the Berlin 
correspondents of the great foreign 
newspapers, whose goodwill it is im- 
portant to secure by flattering atten- 
tions or by the judicious bestowal, 
from tlme to time, of tit-bits of ex- 
clusive information. 

The manipulation of these three 
ciassea of newspaper people involves 
& great deal of work, and gives the 
chief manipulator, as is easily under- 
stood, immense opportunities for in- 
trigue. That is why Dr. Hamann fs 
at the same time the most hated and 
the most feared man in official Ger-

Very-often these articles take 
the form of “telegrams” dated from 
one or other of/the foreign capitals 
intended as a ballon d’essal, or to 
Produce some carefully calculated 
effect. 

The modus operand! of the Press 
Bureau, with regard to its personal 
relations with journalists, is as fol- 
lows: Every morning Dr. Hamann 
has an interview with the Imperial 
Chancellor and settles with him the 
tone of the reply to be given to jour- 
nalistic inquiries on the different 
topica of current policy. The “line” 
fs then passed on to Dr. Hamann’s 
henchmen, to assist him in receiving 
the Press, so that a set reply is forth. 
coming, generaily in identical rords, 
to each inquirer. | 

This, then, is the intricate machin-! 
ery over which Dr. Hamann presides. | 
But his immense power does not lie’ 
in these outward duties, but in the 
tortuous intrigues which he spins be-!

Admiral Graf Yon Spee Reports Hav- 
ing Met Goodhope, Monmouth, 
Glasgow and Otrante Off Curo- 
nel — Explosion on Goodhope 

Sets Ship on Fire—Glasgow 

“. Now Interned Jn Coronel. 


VALPARAISO, Nov. 4.—The Brit- 
ish crulser. Monmouth was sunk and 
the crulser Goodhope was badly dam- 
aged off Coronel, Chile, yesterday, 
when the German warships Gneise- 
nau, Scharnhorst, Nurnberg, Leipzig 
and Dresden attacked the British 
fleet. It is declared that the crew of 
the Monmoutb have all perished. 

At last reports the Goodhope was 

on fire and it is believed she cannot 
be savod. 
At mid-day yesterday the German 
cruisers Scharnhu.st, Nurnberg and 
Gneisenau were at anchor, unbarm- 
ed, in Valparaiso harbor. 

Admiral Graf Von Spee, command- 
er of the German fleet in Pacific wat- 
ers, arrived here yesterday morning 
and made the following. report con- 
cerning a naval engagement with the 
British warships at sea off Coronel, 
last Surday evening: 

“On: Sunday, Nov. 1, between six 
and seven o'clock in the evening, dur- 
fog a heavy rain and rough weather 
off Coronel, we sighted the British 
men-o’-war Goodhope, Monmouth and 
Glasgow and the armored cruiser 
Otranto. r 
“An -agagemert ensued iImmedi- 
ately. All the ships opened a brisk: 
cannonade with ail their artillery. 
The Monmouth was aunk and the 
Goodhope after a great explosion on, 
board, took fre. Her subsequent fate 
is unknown owing to darkness having 
set in. 

“The Glasgow anc the Otranto 
also were damaged, the darkness pre-| 
vented our obtaining knowledge of 
the extent of it. “a 

“Our ships, the Scharnhorst and 
Nurnberg. were not damaged. The 
Gneisenau had six men wounded. The 
rest of our ships were undamaged.” 

The British cruisers Goodhope, 
Monmouth and Glasgow were under 
command of Rear-Admiral Sir Chris- 
topher Cradock, and had been search- 
Ing the coasts of South America for 
several weeks with the object of en- 
gaging the German cruisers which 
had been destroying the British mer- 
chant vessels. 

The British cruiser Monmouth, re- 
ported sunk in the engagement yes- 
terday, was 440 feet long, 66 feet 
beam and of 9,800 tons displacement. 
She carried fourteen 6-inch guns, 
eight 3-inch guns, three 3-pounders 
and was fitted with two 18-!ncb tor- 
pedo tubes.

German Possession That Is Worth 








IUHUEUUOUUUUUOUENESUAATAAAL 


Securing. 

Luederitz Bay is situated some 200 
miles north of the moveh of the 
Orange River, the boundary between 
German and British territory and 
some 300 milea south of Walfish 
Bay. It is one of the principal porta 
of the German territory, and is con- 
mected by rail with nearly half the 
country. The only other German port 
having railway communication with 
the interior is Swakopmund, a few 
miles north of Walfish Bay. Luede- 
tits Bay is practically the only Ger- 
man dependency in Africa suited to 
white colonization. A discovery of 
diamonds in the Luederitz Bay dis- 
+ trict in July, 1908, caused a rush of 
treasure-seekers. The stones, which 
resemble the Brazilian variety, are 
found mostly near the surface of the 
| sandy soll, and are mainly of small 

size. The total yield up to the end 
of last year was over 39,000 carats, 
and during 1909 various companies 
were formed to exploit the diamondi- 
ferous area, the development of which 
was hampered by the great scarcity 
of fresh water. Tho-output of dia- 
monds for the year 1909 was valued 
at over $5,000,000, and anticipations 
of the growth of production have not 
been realized; but in 1912 the total 
output was 766,405 carats, valued at 
$4,800,000. The total ‘European 
Population .of the Protectorate, 
which has an area of 322,450 square 
miles, was in 1913, 14,816 persons, of, 
whom 18,292 were of German nation-; 
ality. The military force, inclusive 
of police, consists of 2,992 men. The 
seat of administration is at Wind- 
hoek, In the centre of the colony. 
Exports for 1912 were valued at, 
nearly ten million dollars, and the 
imports at about elght millions, {n- 
cluded in the latter belng $350,000 
for beer, {

At most of the points the 
retreat was most marked exactly at 
the potat where the highest vital in- 
terests of the Germans required con- 
tinued defence—namely, their right 
flank’— where alone was-there any 
chance \of assisting their armies 
beaten in Poland, Tbe Russians here 
have carried ‘heir success farthest 
now and hold Bialla and Lyk once 
more in German territory, thereby 
cutting off all connection between the 
East Prussian fron-4nd the-retreat- 
ing armies now_no4ring the frontiers 
of Poland. The*ftu-cians have taken 
Rakalarzhovo, the potnt selected for 
tactical reasons by the Germans {or 
their concentrated and stubborn at- 
tacks. A large quantity of arms and 
ammunition was captured here, 
many of the captured rifles being left 
by the enemy stacked in thelr racks. 
On the great Vistuic front the retreat 
is pro,vessing at an increasing rate, 
and ‘he Germans now are approach- 
ing the pclitical frontiers. 

“The whole country covered by the 
German advance and the German re- 
treat is Icid waste. Villages have 
been burned, and the roads, except a 
few causeway roads which have been 
carefully préserved. sre ruined. All 
the bridges are down, and in whole 
forests nothing is left but amoking 
stumps. The area of this iniquitous 
devastation is half the total of the 
territory of Poland. 

“Austrian deserters who are com- 
ing in increasing numbers report ser- 
fous differences between the Ger-! 
manic allies, and especially empha-! 
size the collossal losses of the Ger-| 
mans. 

“During the next couple of days! 
we shall anxiously await news whe- 
ther the victorious Russians have 
succeeded in rushing the Germans, 
whose filght accelerates as they ap- 
proach the frontlers, past the en- 
trenched positions along the River 
Warthe.” 

Reports from Petrograd received 


-here in London show that on the 


frontier in the east more wide-sweep- 
ing movements are being made by the 
opposing armies. The Russians, from 
all reports, have driven back the 
German centre to the River Warthe, 
in Ruscian Poland, have held Lack a 
German offensive movement from 
East Prussia, and now are stvaight- 
ening out the line for a mpre vigor- 
ous offensive against tho Austrians, 
who have been trying to beat their 
feft wing In Galicia.

He was arrested again as a sus- 
pected spy, bis rooms were searched 
and a complete wireless outfit was 
found. He will likely be interned as 
a prisoner until the war is over. He 
has been dismissed from the service.

GEN. KEKEWICH DEAD. 


Hero of Kimberley Dies In England 
By His Own Hand. 

LONDON, Nov. 6.—Maj.-Gen. Robd- 
ert George Kekewich, who defended; 
Kimberley against the assaults of the 
Boers from Oct. 15, 1899, to Dec. 16, 
1900, and who had just been recalled 
to the colors for a bigh position in 
Earl Kitechener’s new army, died sud- 
denly yesterday. It {s stated that bis 
death took place at his home in 
Devonshire, Eng. 

Gen. Kekewich entered the army; 
fn 1874, and was one of England's 
noted officers, being frequently men-' 
tioned In despatche< and having num- 
erous decorations for valor. 

It was later reported that General 





i Kekewich had died by his own hand. 


He -had recently sufcred a nervous)

JAROSLAV IS CAPTURED 





Rassian Advance Has.Been Success. 
ful at Every Point and Austro-Ger- 
man Armies Aro Back on Their 
Fronticrs, After Disordorty 
Flight—Road Blocked Only 
By Town of Wirbalien.

LONDON? Nov. 7. — The Grand 
Duke Nicholas has wired Gen. Joffre 
-that the Russians have won the great- 
est victory of the war. — 


Advices from other sources convey 
the samo Information. The Town of 
Jaroslav, 17 miles from Przemysl, the 
Galicia fortress which has been be- 
sioged for, many weeks, has fallen, 
the Russians taking 5,000 arisoners. 
Jaroslay was taken in the early days 
of the war by the Czar’s forces and 
then evacuated for strategic reasons. 

Wirballen is now declared to be 
the only strong fortress which bars 
the advance of the Russians in East 
Prussia. A strong fanking movement 
is now in progress In the zone pro- 
tected by Wirballen, and ‘there is | 
some likelihood of the German forces 
there being. completely enveloped. 

The Austrian army which came up 
‘to the relief of the corps disputing 
| the western bank of the River San 

had a terrible experience in penetrat-: 
Ing the passes of the Carpathians, | 
which are filled with snow. 

On the. centre the Czar’s cohorts 
are massing for a drive against the 
main German ‘forces on th? Silesian 
frontier. 

The correspondent of The Times 
has sent a long message to his pa- 
ber, covering operations in the east. 
He says, {n part: 

“Victory all along; the Mne ts to- 
day’s rews from the commander-in- 
chief and from his staff and line. 

Not only on the battlefront on | 





Vistula itself, some 300 miles long, 
but likewise on the front designated 
as East Prussia, over a whole ex- 
Panse exceeding 400 miles in a 
straight Hne, the German hordes are 
broken, defeated and despairing. 

“The retreat is most marked as a 
point where the highest and most 
vital interests of th. Germans requir- 
ed continued défence, namely on their 
right fank, where alone there was 
any chance of assisting their armies 
deaten in Poland. 

“Once more in German territory, 
thereby cutting off all connection be- 
tween the East Prussian front and 
the retreating armies, ncw nearing 
the frontiers of Poland, the Russians | 
have taken Bakalarzhevo, selected 
for practical reasons by the Germans 
for stubhorn attacks. 

“The Germans are now approach- 
fing the Polish-frontiers. Their rear 
guard has been beaten out of Kola, 
still further east by scuth. The Rua- 
sians have thrown the Germanic ar- 








“It seems that the Germans now 
have the bitter choice between aban- 
,doning East Prussia to insure a 
strong defence of the direct route to 
Berlin and endeavoring to hold every- 
thing at the risk of losing all.” 

According to information from 
Petrograd, Wirballen is the only ob- 
stacle to a genera. advance of the 
whole Russian front into East Prus- 
sia. The Germans, it [Is declared, 
soon will be forced to evacuate, being 
threatened by a flanking movement of 
the Russians. 

Austrian troops . are pushing 
through the passes of the Carpathians 
to support the Austrians who are 
falling back before the Russian ad- 
vance In the region west of the San 
river. A correspondcnt of Lemberg 
states that these troops have been ex- 

| hausted by the struggle through the 
snow-filled mountain passes and are 
incapable of a serious resistance. 
The Russian War Office yesterday 
! claimed that the Germans are retreat- 
jing precipitately into ‘East Prussia 
with the Rumelann ermies harassing 
them at every polnt. The cold weath- 
ter has apparently demoralized the 
Germans and many of them are re- 
ported surrendering; without a fight. 
At several points ths Russians bave 
already penetrated the Prussian bor- 
der, and some of the reports indicate 
i that the German left wing has been 
isolated from the main body of ‘the 
troops.

Line of Batt!e Shows Little Change, 
Says French Bulletin. 


PARIS, Noy. 7. — The following 
bulletin was issued by the French 
War Office Jast night: | 

“To the north the fighting con- 
tinues to be severe. According to the 
latest reports cur yffensive was pro- 
ceeding to the region to the south 
and cast of Ypres, 

“In thé région of Arran and from 
Arras to the Oise s}veral German at- 
tacks have been répuised.

The afternoon statement says, in 
Part: 

“There was no perceptible modifi- 
cation during the day of yesterday 
(Thursday) anywhere on the front, 
The fighting continued between Dix- 
mude and the Lys with the same 
characteristics as previously -and 
without any marked advance or re- 
tirement at any point. There was vio- 
lent cannonading to the north of Ar- 
ras, and also directed upon Arras, 
without result for the enemy. 

“The German effort in Belgium and 
in the north of France continues. The 
Germans seem to have undertaken 
changes In the composition of their 
forces, which are operating in this 
region, and are reinforcing their re- 
serve corps, composed of new organis- 
ations which have been very severely 
tested with active troops, with the 
idea of undertaking a new offensive 
moment, or at least to mitigate the 
bloody checks which have been in- 
filcted- upon them. 

“Between the Somme and. the 
Oise and between the Oise and the 
Meuse there have been minor actions. 
We have consolidated our advance on 
the Village of Andechy, to the west 
of Roye, ¢ 

“Near Berry-au-Bac we bave retak- 
en the Village of Sapgneul, which had 
been captured by the Germans. There 
bas been a furious fight in the Ar- 
gonne, where, as a result of fighting 
with the bayonet, our troops drove 
the Germans back.”

Germans Are Weakening as Result of 
Terrible Losses In Flanders. 

NORTH FLANDERS, Nov. 7,— 
There are signs of the morale of the 
German troops, who for the last fort- 
night bave been hurled against the 
British army around Ypres, ts giving 
way. The army cannot attack day af- 
ter day, an enemy who resists suc- 
cessfully and only falls back when 
overwhelmingly outnumbered with- 
out losing heart. 

A letter written by a German re- 
serve officer to his wife fell into the 
bands of the British a few days ago. 
Its tone is absolutely hopeless. The 
writer described the sufferings and 
losses of his regiments. They had 
been eleven days continuously in the 
trenches, had all lost hope, and be 
feared they were doomed.. On the 
strength of. this evidence as to the 
morale of the Germans a counter- 
attack ordered by the Germans was 
repulsed from the positions they had 
Just occupied.

Desperate Series of Attacks Extend- 


ing Over an Entire Week End In 

’ Disaster for Germans and Now 

Scene of Chief Struggle Shifts 
to Arras — Belgians Hold 
Line to English Channel. 


LONDON, Nov. 9.—A despateh to

our front. ‘The assault was met in 


& supreme way: Two regiments, and - 
Scottish and one of the Guards, went | 
down. with bayonets to stem the ad-; 


vance. It was the most terrible bayo- 
net charge of the whole war. 
ceeded, the break in the line was re- 
paired and the German attack was 
once more driven back. 

“That was their last effort. To-day 
the Germans are dropping an occa- 
elonal desultory spell into Ypres, but 
their attacks have ceased. They are 
how assaliing the allied Hines at Ar- 
ras, forty miles further to the south, 

j but not with the same fury as they 
exhibited in the onslaught of the past 
week. 

“So fierce has been the fighting 
ground Ypres that the casualties of 
the Germans are belleved to bare 
reached the enormous figure of 100,- 
000, though these figures may prove 
to have been exaggerated.” 

Notwithstanding that fresh on- 
slaughts have been made by the Ger- 
mans against the allied forces all 
along tbe other great line of battle, 
the Kaiser's forces elther have been 
repulsed, or else held back well in 
hand. The Germans evidently have 
been unable to discover the desired 
weak spot in the line of the allies. 

| The notably stout and effective re- 
‘alstance on the part of the British 
army at Ypres seems to have prevent- 
‘ed the German forces from Jaunch- 
ing their new attack against the 
Franco-British troops southeast of 
Ypres, as at first planned and at- 
tempted. 

The left wing of the Germag army 
was yesterday the new objective point 
of the French, the campaign starting 
dn aggressively between Rheims and 
the frontier of Lorraine. After des- 
perate encounters, the French suc- 
ceeded in capturing important strate- 
gic positions along the River Meuse 

; and to the north of Nancy. The losses 


ly heary. Reinforcements Mave been 
sent to the French and British ar- 
taies, which are holding the lHne of 
battle between Ypres, Belgium, and 
Roye, France, in the expectation that 
the German troops soon will advance 
the new army of 350,000 men now 
belng organized in Belgium for a 
final onslaught in the attempt to 
reach the French sea coast, 

At only one point on the two bat- 
tlefronts do the Germans elaim suc- 
cess. That is to the west of the Ar 
Sonne region, there the German Em- 
peror's forces have succeeded fn tak- 
ing from the French an {mportant 
helght near Vienne-le-Chateau re- 
gion. Elsewhere the French troops 
have made progress and retaken the 
positions which they bad lost during 
the course of the week. ‘This is not- 
ably so in the Aisne valley around 
Soissons, where, they have regained 
the ground wBich the Germans by 
fierce assaults had taken from them. 

The Belgians, who are holding the 
line reaching to the coast, have also 
Made progress, and it would thus 
seem that the Germans are stl!ll wait- 
ing for additional reinforcements be- 
fore renewing thelr attempt to smash 
through to the French seaport. 

The fighting yesterday was carried 
on fn a fog, which interfered with the 
work of the alrmen, and Hkewise 
with the artillery. 

While the reports of the allies’ of- 
fensive in the west have given hope 
in London that the Germans will fall 
back to a line further removed from 
tho sea, all uneasiness has not passed, 
for they hare previously shown won- 
derful recuperative powers. The pres- 
ence of the Russians in East Prussia 
and Silesia, however, although the 
latter are only cavalry, it is belleved 
bere, will prevent the Germans from 
sending any more troops to the west 
if it does not compel them to with- 
draw some of their troops from that 
region. 

Engineers from the Krupp gun 
works are mounting heavy guns at 
the Belgian seaport of Ostend and 
facing them seawards, according to a 
despatch from Rotterdam to the Ex- 
change Telegraph Co. 

The Telegraat’s correspondent at 
San Vangeant states that the Ger- 
mans are persistently reported as re- 
treating toward Antwerp, and that 
the troops stationed at Salzaete have 


| been transferred by transport to the

Canal. 

The Telegraaf’s correspondent 
quotes a German officer as declaring:

Paul assures us that this if Satan’s 
general procedure; that he puts light 
for darkness and darkness for light.

We have heard of the famines in In-' 
dia and of the expenditure of mil- 
Hons of pounds sterling by the Brit- 
ish Government for irrigation pur- 
poses to compensate for irregulari- 
ties in the rainfall, Undoubtedly the © 
famines are to some extent due to 
scarcity of water. Nevertheless one 
of the ablest of engineers informs 
the world that In fifty years there 
has not been such a scarcity as 
should have caused the famines, 
. The famines of India, which have 
cost the Ilves of millions, are to be 
accredited to ~ greed — selfishnesg, 
which has flourished under tte sha- 
dow of the law. Wealhy milling: 
concerns purchase rice from the na- 
tives and grind it into four. By 
agreement amongst themselves they 
do not compete, but press the mar- 
ket price of rice lower an! lower un- 
til the poor natives, unable to make 
a profit, decline to plant, care for and” 
harvest the crop. As a result there 
is famine. The poor natives suffer; 
but the manag rs of the milling 
properties pay large-dividends of 
from fifty to one hundred and fifty 
Der-cent. on Invested capital. 

As an fllustration of the exorbitant 
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-profits I will relate a case: Two 


young men whose accumulated sav- 
ings amounted to thirty thousand 
rupees—about two thousand pounds, 
or ten thousand dollars—invested 
the money in rice-milling. The firat 
year thelr profits were eighty thous- 
and rupees—about five thousand 
pounds, or twenty-five thousand dol- 
lara, They were not in the combine 
to depress the price of rice, tut they 
profited by what the combine accom- 
plished. Such inequities of our 
present social order are beyord the 
reach and correction of the compara- 
tively few men of ability not directly 
or indirectly interested {n them. 

Neither Jehovah nor His great 
Representative, Messiah, can in any 
sense or degree be a party to injus- 
tice, or inequity.

ALLIES JUST BEGINNING. 


With the Allies it ig very different. 
Gen. Cerfils, of the’ French staff, an- 
nounced a few days ago that so far 
from being depleted of men the re- 
public had now in drill camps 
throughout the south of France, one 
million men, who had never been un- 
der fre. This includes the nineteen- 
fifteen class of conscripts, but the 
| mineteen-sixteen, who would come to 
the colors eighteen months hence in 
the natural course of events, are still 
untouched by the hand of the recruit- 
ing sergeant. The men are now hard 
at work drilling and will be sent to 
the front as they are needed to re- 
inforce the main armies. 

As for Britain, she is juat begin- 
ning. The British race are notorious- 
ly slow to realize the danger of a 
situation, and the natural lelsurell- 
ness has been more or less in evi- 
dence. In spite of this, howover, 
there are now a million and a half ; 
men drilling in the varlous camps, 
and they are being shipped into 
France and Belgium in what must 
seem to the Germans, immense num- 


bers, This million and a half is 
known in England as ‘Kitchener's 
army.” It does not include the dom- 
inion forces from Canada and Aus- 
tralia, nor does it include the two 
hundred thousand East Indians re- 
ported to be on their way, or nearly 
ready for transport to France. 

Paris, relieved of her fear of an 
attack, is the great distributing point ,,- 
for the French reinforcements, and at 
any time in the day or night soldiers 
are to be seen marching or riding 
through the streets, now mostly de- 
werted of thelr peace-time crowds. 

London, too, is the scene of rapid 
despatch of troops from one point to 
another, but there are so many places 
of embarkation along the east and 
south coasts of England that the 
stream. of men may best be seen 
where it reaches the continent. Day 
after day great transports steam 
slowly into Boulogne, Calais and 
Dunkirk, their rigging dark wiih

“An engagement between Gen. Lammer’s forces and Transvaal rebels under Gen. Chris- 
tian Beyers, occurred on the Vet river, southeast of Bloemhoff, Nov. 8. 

“The rebels, well armed and led by Beyers, were entirely dispersed, losing nine men 
killed, 11 men wounded, 36$ prisoners, 300 rifles and 300 horses. ‘ 

“The loyalists’ casuaities were three killed and nine wounded.” 





BRITAIN TO GIVE HIGHER PENSIONS. 

LONDON, Novy 10.—The government has made public the detalis of a new plan for al- 
lowantes and pensions to the dependents of soldiers and sailors. Without meeting fully the de- 
mads made by the Socialists and Workmen’s party, the plan goes a long way to meet the criti- 
elsms of the enlisting scheme, and it is believed will be the cause of more enlistments. 

Provision is made in the plan for state assistance to fathers and mothers or other de- 
pendents of unmarried men. The scale of pensions to widows and orphans is considerably in- 
creased. The separation allowances will be paid for 26 weeks after notification of death. 


HUNDREDS OF BRITONS PLACED UNDER ARREST. 

LONDON, Nov. 10.—The Hague reports that_the arrest of British subjects in Berlin on 
Friday morning has heen followed by something Iike.a wholesale raid on every English 
household in the country. The number arrested in Berlim exceeds 900, in addition to 100 arres- 
ted in Dresden, many at Leipzig, 80 In Hanover, and 400 in Hamburg. The number taken in 
Munich {s not reported, but the English population there is considerable. Those arrested in 
Berlin were put in trains and taken to the racecourse at Ruhleben. Most of them were escor- 
ted through the streets on foot to Alexander Platz station.

FIGHTING IN GERMANY. 


Allied Troops Have Invaded Empire 
at Three Points, 


LONDON, Noy. 10—At three points 
in the area of hostilities, in Silesia, 
in East Prussia, and in Alsace, forces 
of the allies were on German soll yes- 
terday, and for the first time since 
the outbreak of hostilities, conditions 
seemed to presage in the opinion of 
British military observers, a reversal 
of the roles of the contending armies.

LONDON, Nov. 10.—That Britain 
is prepared to. carry on the war to

Lord of the Admiralty, Lord Kitch- 
ener, whose massive figure, clad in 
service khaki, towered over the audi- 
ence of a thousand men and women 
in the historic building, while ex- 
Dressing satisfaction at the response 
to his call for men and the progress 
of their military impressed.

He also made a quiet reference to 
the British army, which, he said, “has 
Droved itself to be not so contempt-

man. Rounding her up the Sydney 
poured shell after shell at her. Un- 
by Keeping, In the Coco Island 
group, and gave battle stoutly. After 
a sharp fight, in which the Emden 
was badly damaged by the Sydney's 
shells, the German cruiser ran 
ashore, blazing from the Australian's 
fire. Before making off the Sydney 
pumped a few more. shells-into the 
stranded boat. The Emden was com- 
pletely destroyed and the loss of life 
was extremely heavy. It was report- 
ed that out of the 361 men aboard 


Jonly 20 survived.

With the exception of the German 
squadron now off the coast of Chile, 
the whole of the Pacifica and the In- 
dian Ocean Is now clear of the en- 
emy's warships.

The sergeant-major was shot in 
both legs. 

White won the distinguished con; 
duct medal in South Africa for carry- 
ing Lord Robert's son, who was mort- 
ally wounded, from the danger zone 
before Colenso, and who was awarded 
the Victoria Cross for his gallantry 
in that action.

Then 
came the great exposure, and the gen- 
eral cleaning up.

finally when Leopold II. died in 1909 
the entire nation felt that a fetter 
had fallen from it. The accession of 
King Albert and his wife brought a 
fresher, newer atmosphere. The new 
King was the nephew of the old; he 
was of the historic House.of Flan- 
ders, and having been brought up in 
no expectation of the sovereignty had 
lived a broad, democratic Hfe among 
the people. He gave new life to the 
reform movement, and the past five 
years in the life of Belgium have 
shown a steady change. They have 
been cataclysmic upheavals in the 
political and industrial worlds, as wit- 
ness the great strike of two years 


| ago, and the recent élections, but the’

THE FIELD TELEPHONE. 


It Is Now an Essential Part of an 
Army's Equipment, 

There was nr time in the history of 
war when operations were confined 
to a very smal] area which was well 
within the vision of the generals. 
commanding the opposing aides, and 
it was the custom for military lead- 
ers to post themselves on eminences 
immediately in ths rear of their lines 
and thus survey at least the centre 
of the attack or defence. Of opera- 
tions in other parts of the field they 
werre advised by mounted staff of- 
ficers, whose gallant dashes across 
the front under fire were food for 
romance.. The advent, however, of 
modern devices which annibilate dis- 
tance bas altered military tactics and 


the twentieth century battle line, ex-; 
tending over a distance of three hun-; 


dred miles or more, would have been 
urdelievable to Wellington or Na- 
poleon. Rallway lines and automo 
biles have contributed to this, as has 
field wireless communication, but 
perbaps the biggest facto- in the ex- 
tension of lines of conflict has been 
th: field telephone. It forms en in- 
dispensable part of the equipment of 
every division or army corps, and by 
ite ald the divisional officer is able

also to receive orders from and trans- 

| mit reports to the general staff. 
The German army, which is per- 
haps the most perfectly equipped war 
machine in history, even if it lack 
the personal qualities which make a 
victorious army, bas an elaborate 
! field telephone service, and ite lines 
: are closely knit together by a com- 
‘ plex system of wires_which @erve a 
multitude of purposes. Oné-of these 
is communication with the spiés who 
; precede every German corps. The 
phone crew tap a trunk line at some 
point in their march, and at a pre- 
arranged time receive in the form of 
an apparently harmless talk informa- 
tion from thelr agent in advance of 
the force. Another device which bas 
succeeded more than once in Russian 
Poland is for members of the phone 
squad to call up some point ahead of 
them, and representing themselves as 
a rear guard of the Russians secure 


instructions regarding thelr lMne of: 


retreat. Information which is useful 
for a Russian rear guard is also valu- 
able for a German advance guard.

The Black Cow, 


A particularly ingenius example of 
the methods employed by German/ 
_splea at the front for communicating 
information to their troops is given 
in The London Times. A favorite 
sign of the German sples is a black 
cow, This animal, crudely sketched 
in black crayon on walls and gates 
and fences, waa frequently noticed 
by the French as they passed and 
was so badly drawn that it aroused 
no suspicion, The only remark it 
called forth was tbat it was much 
out of proportion, Sometimes it was 
small, sometimes large, now ram- 
pant, now ocouchant, and often the 
horns were ridiculously long in com- 
parison with the rest of the animal. 
A little cow signified that the road 
was only weakly defended; a moder- 
ate-sized cow meant that the Allied 
troops were in the neighborhood; a 
large cow was a warning that there 
were earthworks or trenches near by. 
The direction @: which the cow's 
head pointed Indicated where the 
danger was. If it pointed into the 
air, that meant that the Germans had 
better reconnoitre the ground by 
aeroplane before advancing. 


Reprisals Urged. 

The London Globe urges that Brit- 
ain’s best defence against Zeppelins 
is the immediate official announce- 
} ment of the heaviest reprisals upon 

German property in Britain, also 
bank balances, for attacks on un- 
fortified towns and the slaughter of 
peaceful citizens from the air or by 
mines. It suggests that all Govern- 
ments throughout the British .Em- 
pire take an inventory of German 
property within the Empire, the 
value of which is belioved to reach 
twenty-five hundred million dollars, 
the Kaiser's reported possessions in 
British Columbia included.

LOMBAERTZYDE TAKEN. 


Allies Advance and Also Check Attack 
From Dixcnude. 


PARIS, Nov, 12.—The French War 
Office isaued the following statement 











“The enemy has continued all day 
his effort of Tuesday, without accom- 
plishing any pew result. He has di- 
rected against Lombaertzyde a coun- 
ter attack which has been repulsed, 
and has made vain attempts to de- 
bouch from Dixmude on the left bank 
of the Yser. 

“There is nothing new to report 
from the rest of the front.” 

The afternoon bulletin sald: 
“On our left wing the battle was 
resumed yesterday from early dawn, 
with intensity. particularly marked 
between Nieuport and the Lys. Ina 
general way our front has been main- 
tained in spite of tho violence ,and 
strength of the German attacks di- 
rected against som> of our points of 
support.

Japanese Government Is 
Artillery to Poland. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—A Dally News 
correspondent who has just arrived in 
London from Port Arthur, cables: 

I obtained corroboration from two 
persons of an account given me of the 
passage of a quantity of Japanese 
heary artillery, In charge of Japanese 
officers, over the Trans-Siberian Ratl- 
way to Poland. Considerable secrecy 
was observed, at least two, and possi- 
bly more, long trains of Japanese 
guns have gone to the front.

From Oct. 23 to Nov. 6, the 
total Russian captures amounted to 
323 officers, 21,760 soldiers, 4 mor- 
tars, 52 cannon, 62 quick-firers and 
a large amount of munitions of war, 
including a quantity of provisions.”

“Of course the peaches when remov- 
ed from the jar will not taste so sweet 
as those canned fn sirup. However, if 
sweetening is, desired it may be added 
when the fruit is to be eaten.

“Apples may also be canned (for ap- 
ple sauce, ple filling, etc.), using plata 
water instead of a sugar sirup. De, 
partment specialists have repeatedly 
canned them by this method, In the 
case of apples jars should be sterilized 
sixteen minutes in bot water bath out- 
fits, twelve minutes In water seal, ten 
minutes under fire pounds of steam 
and four minutes under ten pounds of 
steam.” 


Forethought In Canning. 

In the operation of canning and pre- 
serving, af in almost every other func- 
tion of housekeeping, the “getting 
ready” is the most important part and 
should be begun far in advance of the 
actual canning day. Some notes made 
last season will give knowledge as to 
when fruits and vegetables are to be | 
expected, so that time and provision 
may be made for them. As the various 
cans and glasses have been emptied, 
I€ they have been washed and covers 
carefully fitted before putting away, | 
much annoyance and expense will be} 
spared. If the appetites of the family, 
have been observed it will not be ad- 
visable to put up touch of the unpopu- 
jar varieties. 

Kettles which have never been used 
for any other purpose than preserving, 
spoons, forks, knives, skimmers, dip- 
pers, funnels, jelly bags, fruit press, 
strainers, scnies, measures, are all nec 
essary implements (others will be in- 
dividoally required) and sbould be im a} 
state of perfect order and cleanliness. 
Have enough sultable jara, cans, 
ginsses, etc, with rubbers, tops and | 
covers at hand. Plenty of paratin, la- 
bels, cloths for wiping and handling) 
utensils and the labors of the preserv- 
ing season will not plunge you inte, 
nervous prostration. |

Sirup For Preserving. 

Preserves are made by cooking whole 
frulta or sections in a dense sirup. 
Thus they keep in shape and absorb 
sugar, becoming semitranspsrent. The 
usual proportion of sugar to frult ts 
about like that for jJellies—equal 
weights or measures, “pound for 
pound.” 

Usvally a sirup is made with the 
sugar and a little water or fruit juice, 
and only as much fruit as will cover 
the surface of the sirup is put in at one 
time. Lf we attempt to‘put in more 
the pleces Jose their shape, and the 
result ig a sort of marmalade. 

When a few pieces are done they 
may be taken out of the sirup with a 
skimmer and put in a jar and more 
fruit put into the sirup. When all ts 
done the sirup may be farther erap- 
orated antil it is almost a jelly, and 
then the jars are to be Olled witb that 

Such preserves are Ilke jelly in tex- 
ture and richness and will keep If pack- 
ed ilke jelly fn glasses with covers of 
paper and peraffin. — 

But they are not as satisfactory for 
constant use as the canned fruits, 
when.a much smaller proportion of 
sugar, or none at all, ts put with the 
fruit while cooking. 





Candied Rose Petals, 

To make candied rose petals, put a 
cupful of granulated sugar into a 
saucepan and stir in slowly a third of 
acupful of cold water. Set this on the 
stove, letting the mixture heat slowly, 
gradually coming to a boil. Do not let 
it boll hard. ‘Try it frequently and 
when the sirup crackles or hardens In 
cold water remore from the Ore. Stir 
gradually till it begins to sugar, then 
place in a pan of hot water snd using 
a pair of tiny pincers, dip the petals 
into the sugar and let them dry on 
waxed paper. Before they are dry dip 
them {into a saucer of powdered sugar, 
again pot on a platter or tray and 
place where they will keep dry for a 
day. ' ‘ 





Frult Jellies, 

A housewife who bas made careful 
records of the amount of frult abe bas 
used for preserving or jelly making, 
keeping at the same time a record of 
the amount after the canning cooking 
process, says: 

Seven pounds of peaches will make 
fifteen glasses of marmalade. 

Four quarts of quinces will make ten 
glasses of jelly. 

Four quarts of crabapples will make 
ten glasses of jelly. 

Six pounds of peaches will make 
eight pints of preserved peaches,

This wag the D rae ald 
down by the elder Moltke fifty years 
ago, at the time of the Schleswig- 
Holstein campaign, when he held 
that if Germany hed to conduct war 
on two fronts it would be Impossible 
to maintain a frontal defence of Si- 
leaja against invasion from the east. 

Hindenburg ig now following this 
strategy, and al} reinforcements 

| brought from western Europe are 
_concentraitng around Thorn, His 
immediate danger is from a contin- 
uous strengthening of the Russian 
northward columns closing fnto - the 
railway system of East Prussia. Other 
German measures for gaining time 
for Silesia consist In the destruction 
of all frontier communications, They 
soaked with petroleum all wooden 
bridges in the region of Kaliss, south- 
ward to Veleun, and undermined the 
iron bridges across the River Prosna, 
They are taking fresh hostages in all 
the frontier towns. Fighting among 
the swampy forests to the northward 
{s very stubborn and slow. 

The Germanic-Austrian staffs are 
In dispute as to the course to be pur- 
sued at Cracow. The Austrians, for 
political and strategical reasons, de- 
sire, practically, a passive defence, re- 
serving their main strength to pro- 
tect the roads leading to Vienna. The 
German headquarters have vetoed 
this on the ground that the early 
submission of Cracow will necessitate 
a radical change of all the German 
plans. The Austrian Emperor is be- 
lfeved to be supporting the views of 
his own General Staff.

was given out\in Petrograd yesterday 
‘) by the Russian Ministry of Marine re- 
garding the naval battle in the Black 
Ppoeiep ta the Russian and Turkish 
seta: abet 
“On Nov. 18 a division of the 
Black Sea fleet, returning from its 


crulse to Sebastopol, near the coast of: 


Anatolia, sighed 25 miles from the 
Bhersones light a° Turkishgdetach- 
ment consisting of the Goeben and 
Breslau. The Russian fleet immedi- 
ately drew up in battle order, bring- 
ing the enemy to starboard, and open- 
ed fire ata’ distance’ of forty cable- 
lengths (about five miles). The first 
salvo of'12-inch guns from the flag- 
ship» Admiral * Evstafry struck the 
Goeben and caused an explosion 
amidships,’ setting her on fire, Fol- 
lowing the Evstafry, the other Rus- 
sian ships opened fire, the Russian 
guns giving an excellent account of 
themselves. : 

“A series of explosions were 
in the bull of the Goeben, which open- 
ed fire slowly. The enemy- seemed 
not to have expected to meet us. Tho 
Germans fired salvos of their heavy 
guns, directing them principally at 
the flagship. The encounter contin- 
ued for fourteen minutes, after which 
the Goeben withdraw and disap- 
peared in the fog, taking advantage 
of her speed, 

“The Breslau took no part in the 
fight, holding herself on the horizon. 
The Evstafry suffered only insignifi- 
cant damage.”

A preparation which, it is said, will 
stop almost instantly the flow of 
blood from a woun has been invent- 
ed by Prof. Theodor Kocher of 
Berne, who was awarded the Nobel 
prise for surgery In 1912, and his 
assistant, Dr. A. Fonce. The new pre- 
paration is called Coagulen, 

It is in the form of a powder and 
is dissolved in water before being ap- 
plied to a wound. The discoverers of 
Coagulen have made a gift of their 
invention to the armies in the field, 
and have sent large quantities of the 
powder to the surgical headquarters 
of both the German and French arm- 
les, The discovery is régarded by 
medical men here as likely to save 
the lives: of thousands of soldiers, 

| since it can be applied by untrained 
hands, so that the wounded man him- 
self or his comrade might use the so- 
tutlon.

BOoYs' CONFERENCE NEXT WEEK 
Several years ago, there was held 
once g year {n one of the Ontario cit- 
{es or larger towns, what was then 
known as the Older Boys’ Conference 
These were promoted almost entirely 
by the boys’ departments of the differ- 
ent Y. M. C. A.’s, Each Assiciation 
sending as representatives, older boy 
delegates. Conferences of the dis- 
tinctively ~ Association. nature were 
only held for a couple of years, wher: 
there was a happly co-operative plan 
established between the National 
Council of the Y. M. C. A. and the 
Ontario Sunday School Association, 
whereby conference embracing a wi- 
der scope of influence were promoted 
They assumed the name of Boys’ 
Work Conference. Instead of having 
one conference in one given place, 
to which delegates from all parts of 
Ontario were obliged to come, (natu- 
rally some coming from a great dis- 
tance and at considerable expense) 
two conferences were held each year 
and both usually in the fall. One for 
Western Ontario and one for Eastern 
Ontario. Two years ago the western 
Ontario one was held at Galt, while 
the Eastern one was held at Cornwall. 
Last year Brantford accomodated the 
Western one, while Brockville was 
honored in having the eastern one. 
Belleville Sunday Schools sent dele- 
gates to both Cornwall and Brock- 
ville, and it was largely through the 
influence of the Belleville delegation 
at Brockville last year, (encouraged 
of course bx the Sabbath School Ex- 
ecutives) that the conference was in- 
jduced to meet here this year. Belle- 
ville will, in a few days, be the scene 
of another fothese great gatherings 
of older .boys and young fellows 
There will be about 350 visiting dele 
gates.

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TO TRAIN MORE MEN. 


Canada Will Relieve Unemployment 
by Additional Recruiting. 


OTTAWA, Nov, 21, — Orders will 
be {issued at once to bring up the 
number of recrults for war service to 
60,000. At a meeting of the Cabinet 
yeaterday this was decided upon. 

The decision was reached because 
it was realized that something had to 
be done to alleviate the conditions 
created by the lack of employment. 
These recruits will all be required tn 
any case, and it was felt that they 
might as well get Into training at 
once. As unemployment is worse in 
the west than in the east the pro- 
portion of recruits asked for from 
the west will be greater than from 
the Maritime Provinces. 

The 80,000 recruits will be in 
dition. to the 10,000 men who are 
now under arms doing guard duty, 
etc., but they will include the 16,000 
men who have already been recrulted 
throughout Canada, and from whom 
the second contingent will be taken, 
Included in the 50,000 will also be 
the four regiments of mounted men, 
600 in each. 








Thus in a very short time Canada! 


will have under arms a total army of 
94,000 men, composed as follows: 
34,000 in Englard, 10,000 doing duty 
in Canada, 16,000 recruits under 
training and 34,000 now recruits.

LONDON, Nov. 23.—The Cape

have surrendered to a magistrate in 
Cape Town. 

Several of Gen. De Wet’s chief of- 
ficers, together with most of his sup- 
porters to the west of the railway 
line, surrendered at the same time.

Co. from Pretoria says: — 

“It ia officially announced that Gen. 
De Wet's rapidly dwindling rebel 
commando became surrounded by 
loyal forces in the vicinity of tosnert.

ceeded In escaping with only'25 men.

borders into a belligerent country.

The German papers only, yeaterday 
were talking of a general Russian re- 
tirement’ despite; the fact that the 
Russians save been advancing stead- 
ily in Galicia, havc repulsed the Aus- 
tro-German attack before Cracow, 
hold part of the German territory in 
East Prussia and were opposing Gen. 
von Hindenberg’s advance on War- 
saw.. It is the same in Petrograd. All 
the correspondents there declare that 
it is certain that Russian numbers 
must tell when the Germans have 
reached the ground on which Grand 
Duke Nicholas has chosen to give 
them battle, 

A Petrograd despatch says, com- 
menting on the heavy fighting at Kut- 
no, that it is now only a question of 
how many Germans succeed in escap- 
ing. The German losses are said to 
be enormous, At Kutno alone, 12,- 
000 prisoners were taken. Another 
terrible battle is raging ~ between 
Czenstochowo and Cracow. 

‘German cavalry patrols have pene- 
trated to within thirty miles of War- 
saw. Heavy fighting is still in pro- 
gress between Lowicz and Skiernie- 
wice, where the Russian force is op- 
posing the main line of advance of 
the army of Gen. von Hindenberg. 

Russian progress in Galicia against 
Austria is making steady headway. 
The situation of the garrison at 
Przemysl is sald to be desperate, and 
there bave been reports of an offer of | 
capitulation from the commander, re- 
ported to have met with refusal by 
the Russians because it is known that! 

It 
fs not at all unlikely that the status 
of Russia with relation to the war for 
many months to come will be estab- 
Mshed by the operations under way. 
if the drive of Gen. von Hindenberg 
should gather renewed impetus and 
break through to Warsaw, then the 
Russian position will be perilous, and 
a withdrawal from Galicia and East 
Prussia inevitable. The alternative of 
defeat is even more disastrous to the 
Germans, who literally must win or 
fight on their own doorsteps under 
disadvantages. 

As for the Russian advance In East 
Prussia, Petrograd despatches report 
the capture of Gumbinnen, in north- 
eastern Prussia by the Czar’s armies. 

Although official despatches only 
mention skirmishes in East Prussia, a 
despatch from a correspondent witb 
the active army reports, with circum- 
stantial details, the Russian capture 
of Gumbinnen after a battle lasting 
five days, the Cossacks being the he- 
roes of the most stirring incident of 
the struggle, capturing the enemy's 
batteries ‘by a daring charge which 
put the gunners to flight. 

The German defenders declined to 
await a bayonet attack and the Rus- 
sians entered in triumph to discover 
the town half dsmolished by shell

There is a recrudescence of activity 
along the Beigian coast and British 
warsbips were engaged yesterday in a 
vigorous exchange with German land 
batteries. The extent’ of this action 
cannot be learned, but all reports 
agree that the Kaiser is cvidently bent 
on another try at Dunkirk. Heavy 
guns have been mounted from Nieu- 
fort to Knocke, and the entire popu- 
lation of the latter town and Zee- 
brugge have been moved to Bruges, 
They were not allowed to rendezvous 
in Holland, but were coerced in going 
to Bruges. This place is declared to 
be garrisoned for the most part by 
German troopers suffering from trifi- 
ing wounds. Similar reports of a 
wholesale exodus frum St. Nicholas, a 
city of 40,000 people, between Ant- 
werp and Ghent, comes by way of 
Holland. The German military of- 
clals have ordered every one in the 
town to move to Antwerp_instamtiyy. 
where they will be provided with 
quarters. The order. is imperative, 
and {s sald to have specified that no 
one must remain In St. Nicholas. 

A despatch from Thielt, Belgium, 
says:— 

“There are clear indications that 
“General Novembe>” will take a lead- 
ing part in the operations along the 
front by the Yser river, The days 
of cold- wet weather have been fol- 
lowed by three days of frost over the 
entire territory outlined by the cities 
of Middclkerke, Thourout, Thielt, 
Ronlers and Ypres. Much of this re- 
gion is covered with stubble fields, 
over which there is a coating of Ice, 
making them almost impassible for 
man or beast. 

“The German troops are living in 
the ruins of two scores of villages 
and small cities, They are becoming 
impatient at the delay and are suf- 
fering from icy winds which pene- 
trate the windowless buildings tn 
which they seek some sort of shelter. 
They would prefer, a general attack 
te finish the battle, but any such sud- 
den movement is prevented by, the 
{inundation alcng the front. 

“The Germans are epee with 

at ho; the arrital of engineers, 
cess acy it wll be to find some 
means of crossing the inundated ter- 
ritory, but the methods which are to 
be employed, if decided upon, are de- 
ing kept secret.”

SALISBURY, Nov. 24.—The Prime 
Minister, accompanied by his daugh- 
ter, paid an unofficial visit here’ yes- 
terday. He went over the whole four 
camps with the commander, and con- 
versed freely with several Canadian 
officers. He seemed to take a parti- 
cular interest in \the arrangements 
made for the social entertainment of 
the soldiers. 

The men soon recognize? the Pre- 
mier as be.drove up in a motor, and 
gave bim a rousing welcome. He was 
greatly impressed with the appear- 
ance of the troops and spoke of their

Moral Effect of Artillery. 


The moral effect of artillery fire 
is thoroughly understood and explain-

try in trenches after finding that 
shrapnel does not cause a quittance 
they try. high-explosives—less likely 
to be deadly, but more terrifying: 
On a battiefeld a proportion of their 
guns will fre—seemingly without 
known aim—at points all over the 
place, This is evidently not. only 
with the hope of- finding a chance 
mark but of breeding terrors over 
the whole field, making troops in re- 
serve fecl thatthey are, too, under 
fire. It is an expensive way of caus- 
ing fright but‘ against unseasoned 
traops can be useful. x 

The German dig guns were’ jaid 
perfectly. It was alwass possible to 
set what they were aimed at and to 
recognize that the sim was good. In 
tha beumbaidaient of ‘Antwerp in par- 
tlovlar I noticed this The guns chkar- 
iy had exactly the right elevation and 
exactly the right deflection.

WILL SHORTEN THE WAR. 


Italy Is Likely To Come In With 
Allies, Londoners Bellere. 


LONDON, Nov, 26—That Italy will 
find a casus belli against Austria soon 
and pour half a million troops into 
the balance on the allies’ side is the 
general belief there to-day, as a re- 
sult of the latest developments in 
Rome. 

Concurrent with this is a belief 
that the war will end much sooner 
than has been generally predicted. 
Prior to the opening of Parliament 
few believed that the war would last 
less than twelve months, and the 
greateat hope was for peace in the 
fall of 1915. But in the debate at the 
opening of Parliament the Prime Min- 
ister remarked, apparently quite cas- 
ually, that the war might be over 
earlier than many supposed. He is 
supposed to have had in his mind a 
belief that before long Italy will take 
aides with the allies. 

That would certainly shorten the 
war, as, from now on, either side that 
can suddenly throw half a mililon 
fresh troops into the fighting line, 
elthér east or west, will win. 


Servia May Agree With Baigaria, 

LONDON, Nov. 26.—There is con- 
siderable diplomatic activity in the 
Balkans and important developments 
are expected. It is considered in of- 
cial circles here that with the Aus- 
trian army on her soll, Servia will be 
more likely to listen to the demand 
of Bulgaria for a slice of Macedonia 
as the price of her support. There is 
also talk of an arrangement between 
Rouwmania aod Bulgaria, in fact, of a

Gets Money From Britain. 

LONDON, Nov. 26.—The question 
whether the payment of big annul- 
ties was being made to soiree ma 
tions of the reigning royal fanilly 
when members of*their families were 
fighting for Germany against Great 
Britain, was raised in the House of 
Commons yesterday by Wm. Young, 
member of Parliament for Perthshire. 

Mr. Young asked Premier Asquith 
whether he was aware that Prince 
Albert of Schleawig-Holstein, son of 
Princess Christian of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein, a daughter of the late Queen 
Victoria and aunt of King George, 
Was engaged as a combatant with the 
Germany army; whether the prince 
was in this country at the outbreak 
of the war and whether any effort 
bad been made to detain him. 

Mr. Asquith replied curtly that hi 
had been informed that Prince Albert 
“was serving in a’ military capacity 
in ermany,” but that he had no 
knowledge when he left England.

Gen. von Hindenburg Is Awarded the 
/ Field Marshal's Baton 

BERLIN, Nov. 30, — (Via The 
Hague to Lontion.)—The field mar- 
shal’s baton of the present war has 
been awarded to’Gen. von Hinden- 
burg. His chief of staff and collabor- 
ator, Gen, von Lunendorg, has been 
promoted to a Meutenant-generalship 
for his share in the successes. ' The 
award to Von Hindenburg comes with 
the great eastern battle still undecid- 
ed, as a reward for the preliminary 
victories at Wloclawck and Lods, 
which, it Is said, have thrown the 
Rusalans on the defensive with a loss 
of 60,000 prisoners and 160 guns. It 
is taken here to indicate that the Em- 
peror has confidence that Von Hin- 
denburg will completely defeat the 
Russian army. 

The honor of receiving the grand 
eross of the Iron Cross, the emblem 
given a field marshal, is the highest 
military distinction a German com- 
mander can receive, and was won by 
Von Hindenburg, as in the cases of 
the first Von Moitke, Crown Prince 
Friedrich and the Prussian “Red 
Prince” Friedrich Karl, on the field 
of battle.
